**T have the honor to advise the department 
that I was to-day informed verbally by Mr. 
Aspiroz, acting Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
that the Mexican Government had determined 
tofssue no authorizations or permits here- 
after to foreigners to purchase real estate 
within the territorial limits stated untii there 
sbail have been a final adjustment of the 
boundary between the two repubiics.’’ 

The territorial limit referred to as fixed by 
the law of February 1, 1856, is twenty leagues 
from the line of the frontier. The Acting 
Secretary also forwards a letter of the United 
States Consul-General at Neuvo Laredo, set- 
ting forth the uncertainties of the exist- 
ing boundary and sugwesting that a 
serious confilct may occur almost any date 
at El Paso, Eagle Passe or Laredo in attempt- 
ting to arrest any disorderly person or te 
serve any process on the railway and highway 
bridges at those points. There is now val 
able an appropriation of $100,000 topay the 
expenses of an international boundary com- 
mission, but as itis estimated that $224,557 in 
all will be needed forthis purpose the depart- 
ment has hesitated to begin the work for tear 
that the commission will be embarrassed for 
lack of funds. 


The President’s Lettery Message. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 30.—President 
Harrison has sent to Congress a message in 
which he suggests the propriety of legislation 
to forbid the use of the mails to lottery com- 


panies for all purposes. The President goes 
very far in his message and says that It the 
baneful effects of the lotteries were confined 
tothe States that gave the companies cor- 
porate powers and a license to conduct such 
business, the citizensof other States, being 
powerless to apply legal remedies, might 
clear themselves of responsibilities by the 
use ofsuch moral agencies as were within 
their reach.’’ 

Again he says: 

**The national capital has become a sub- 
headquarters of the Louisiana Lottery Co. and 
Its numerous agents and attorneys are con- 
ducting bere a business involving prebably a 
larger use of the mails than that of any legiti- 
mate business enterprise in the District of 
Columbia. There seems to be good reason to 
believe that * corrupting touch of these 
agente has beet felt by the clerks in the pos- 
tal service and by some of the police oficers 
of the District.’’ 

In conclusion, he says that it may be neces- 
sary for the express companies to be pro- 
hibited from carrying the lottery mall. and as 
there can be but one opinion in this matter he 
hopes the necessary powers will be conferred 
on the Post-office Department.

subject in the House by substituting it for the 
amended bill first reported jand thereby 
avoiding the necessity for seprate votes on 
the numerous amendments made to the 
Original bill.

The Senate. 


Wasuixcron,/D. O., July 30.—In the Senate 
this morning the resolution offered by Sher- 
man, yesterday, forthe dally meeting of the 
Senate at 10a. m. was taken up. Mr. Cock- 
rell said he would support the resolution, and 
made a long statement as to the amount of 
business transacted by the Senate the present 
session, showing that puDlic business had not 


been neglected or the time of the Senate 
wasted. The whole number of bills disposed 
of by the Senate was 1,445. The House had 
Passed 865 out of 1. 00% bills introduced. Ot the 
Senate bills passed, the House had only 
passed 231, while of the House bills the Senate 
bad passed 613. On the House calendar of 
bills pending in the Committee of the Whole, 
there were 381, of which 103 were Senate bills. 
There were 344 Senate bills (acted on by the 
House committees) now onthe House calen- 
dar, with the iron heel of the one-man power 
securely resting on that Calendar. The reason 
that the House had not done more business 
and disposed of moreDiils was that it ignored 
in its Organization, and in its changed rules, 
the fundamental priaciples of parliamentary 
discussion. 

After iurther remarks by Mr. Cockrell to the 
effect that the Democratic Senators would 
come early and stay late to facilitate legisia- 
tion, but they wanted the Republican Senators 
to do the same, the resolution was agreed to. 


The Heuse. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 30.—The Speaker 
laid before the House this morning fifteen re- 
quests for leaves of absence. 

Mr. Cheadle of Indiana asked whether there 


would be a quorum left if these requests were 
granted. Ihe Speakersaid he was unable to 
answer thequestion. Mr. Buchanan of New 
Jersey thought the requests better lie over 
until it could be ascertained, and this was 
agreed to.

CONDITION OF AFFAIRS. 


Alleged Attempt of Ol Land Speculators te 
Bure a Ten. 


TOLEDO, O., July 30.—A most extraor- 
dinary condition of affairs prevails at 
Bairdstown, an oll village on the Baltimore 
& Ohio Rallroad, about twenty miles south 
ofthiscity. It has had five incendiary fires 
within a week and every business has been 
destroyed. The alleged cause is this: 


Some time ago the authorities passed an 
ordinance forbidding the sinking of any gas 
or oll wells within the city limite. Men who 
were holding town lots at big prices, hoping 
to sell them to oil men, thus bad their aspira- 
tions checked. Remarks were made 
that What is below the ground is 
more valuable than what is above it,’’ 
The idea that a section ofa community, as is 
intimated, would set deliberately to work and 
burn up a town withthe view of converting 
the site Into oil produoing. territory is some- 
thing so singular that one can scarcely be- 
lleve it to be possibie, and yet this 
statement is publicly made by 
cltizens of the destroyed village. A Cincin- 
nati detective named Burke went therea few 
days ago and soon declared that the citizens 
were engaged in a conspiracy to burn the 
town. An indignation meeting was held and 
the excitement became so intense that a 
scheme was started to lynch him. Therefore, 
on Monday night, be was taken from the 
calaboose and taken to the woode, wherea 
rope was placed around his neck. It is claimed 
that the object was simply to frighten the fel- 
low, but Mayor Nousbaum rushed to the 
scene of the lynching none too soon, as the 
Newey fellow was even then being ‘‘lifted.’’ 
ialf dead with fright he begged piteously for 
mercy and promised to leave the town.

THE LOTTERY MESSAGE. 

The President's special mage to Con- 
gress does not overstate the case when it 
says the use of the United States mails is 
as essential to the lottery business asa 
State license, and that a great national 
evil ie the direct result of facilities and 
permissions afforded to this pernicious 
business by Federal statutes and regula- 
tions. Without these the lottery compa- 
nies could not violate the anti-lottery 
laws of the States with impunity, as they 
now do, nor could they acquire the im- 
mense revenues with which they boldly 
venture to corrupt State elections, State 
legislatures and State police officers. 

The Government’s postal monopoly pre- 
supposes its right to define mail matter 
and to prohibit or regulate the carrying 
of the same by agencies other than the 
mail service.

THE LOTTERY LAW. 


HOW IT IS PROPOSFD TO CRUSH OUT THE 
GREAT EVIL- 


A Congressional Act to Abolish the Cele- 
brated Fraud—A Prospect of Relief for 
Suffering Louisiana—One of the Good 
Results of the War on the Lottery. 


WasHINGTOR, D. C., July 30.—The anti- 
lottery bill has the indorsementof the Attor- 
ney-General and of the leading officials of the 
Post-office Department, who believe it will 
meet with the success its framers anticipate 
in checking the operations of the Louisiana 
Lottery runners. If consideraéiin can be se- 
cured, the bill will pass very readily and 
Mr. Caldwell of Obio will press for early 
consideration. Sofar as the House is con- 
cerned there will be no difficulty about get- 
ting the bill through, but owing to the late 
period in the session there may be some hard 
work in the Senate. There is a fixed determ!- 
nation to put a stop to the use of the United 
States mall to ald lotteries, however indi- 


rectly. 
ye t of th bill 

The following is the text o 0 : 

‘‘Be it enacted, ete., That sec. 3894 of the 
Revised Statutes be and thesame is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

No letter, postal card or circular concern- 
ing any lottery, so-called gift coneert or other 
similar enterprise offering prizes dependent 
on lot or chance, or concerning schemes de- 
vised for the purpose of obtaining money or 
property under faise pretenses, and no list of 
the drawings at any lottery or simiiarschente, 
and no lottery ticket or part thereof, and no 
check, draft, bill, money, postal note or money 
order forthe purchase of any ticket, tickets 
or parts thereof, or of any share or any 
chance in any such lottery or gift enterprise 
shall be carried in the mail or delivered at or 
through any post-office or branch thereof, or 
or by any letter-carrier; nor shall any news- 
paper, circular, pampblet or publication of 
any kind containing any advertisement of any 
lottery or gift enterprise of any «ind, offering 
prizes dependent upon lot or chance, or con- 
taining apy list of prizes awarded at the 
drawings of any such lottery or gift enter- 
prise, whether said list is of any part or of all 
the drawing, by carried in the mail or deilv- 
ered by any postmaster or letter-carrier. 

‘*‘apy person who shall knowingly deposit, 
or cause to be depositea, or who snali know- 
ingly send, or cause to sent, anything to 
be conveyed or delivered by mall in violation 
of this section, or who sball knowingly cause 
to be delivered by mail anything herein for- 
bidden to be carried by mail, shall be deemed 
guilty ofa misdemeanor and on conviction 
shall be punished by a ne ot not more than 
$500 or by imprisonment of not more than one 
year or by both such fine and imprisonment 
for sach offense. Any person violating any 
of the provisions of this section may be pro- 
ceeded against by information or indictment 
anc tried and punished either in the district 
in which the unlawful publication was malied, 
or to which it is carried by mail for delivery, 
according to the direction thereon, or at 
which it is caused to be delivered by mail to 
the person to whom it is addressed. 

Sec. 2. That section 3929 of the Revised 
Statutes be and the same is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 

»The Postmaster-General may, upon evi- 
dence satisfactory to him that any person or 
company is engaged in conducting any lot- 
tery, gift enterprise or scheme for the distri- 
bution of money or of any real or personal 
property by lot, chance or drawing of any 
kind, orthatany person or company is con- 
ducting any other scheme or device for ob- 
taining money or property of any kind 
through the mails by means of false or 
fraudulent pretenses, representations or 
promises, instruct postmasterse at any 
post-office at which registered letters arrive 
directed to any such person or company, or 
to the agent or representative of any such 
person or company, whether such agent or 
representative is acting as an individual or as 
afirm, bank, corporation or association of 
any kind, to return all such registered letters 
to the postmaster atthe office at which they 
were originally mailed, with the word ‘Fraud- 
ulent’ plainly written or stamped upon the 
outside thereof, and all such letters 
so returned to such postmasters shail 
be by them returned to the writers there- 
of under such regulations as the Post- 
master-General may prescribe. But nothing 
coptained in this section shall be so construed 
as to authorize any postmaster or other per- 
son to open anv letter not addressed to him- 
gelt. The public advertisoment by such per- 
son or company so conducting such lottery, 
gift enterprise, scheme or device, that remit- 
tances for the same may be made by 
registered letters to any other person, firm, 
bank, corporation or association hamed 
therein, shall be held to be an acknowledg- 
ment of the existence of said agency by all 
the parties named therein. 

„Seo. 3. That sec. 4041 of the Revised 
Statutes be and the same is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 

The Postmaster-General may, upon evi- 
dence satisfactory to him that any person or 
company is engaged in conducting any lot- 
tery, gift enterprise or scheme forthe distri- 
bution of money or of any real or personal 
property by lot, chance or drawing of any 
kind, orthat any person or company is con- 
ducting any other scheme for obtaining 
money or property of any kind through the 
mails by means of false or fraudulent pre- 
tenses, representations or promises, forbid 
the payment by any postmaster to said per- 
son or company of any postal me | orders 
drawn to his or its order, or in his or its 
favor or tothe agent of any such person or 
company, whether such agent is acting 
as an individual firm, bank, corporation or 
association of any kind, and may provide, by 
regulation, for the return to the remitters of 
the sums named insuch money orders. But 
this shall not authorize any person to open 
any letters not addressed to himself; the pub- 
lic advertisement by such person or company 
so conducting any such lottery,gift enterprise 
or scheme tbat remittances for the same may 
be made by means of postal money orders to 
any other person, firm, bank, corporation or 
associationn amed therein, shall be held to be 
acknowledgement of the existence of said 
agency by all the parties named therein.

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WHEN AN ARREST is WARRANTED. 


The Principles of Criminal Law and Officers’ 
Responsibility Laid Down in Court. 


There ate very few persons who under- 
stand fully under what circumstances a per- 
son is amenabie to eriminal law, There is 
likewise much ignorance prevailing as to 
what authority officers can exercise in mak ing 
arrests and what their responsibility is in the 
treatment of prisoners. The principles as 
incidentally laid down in a Four Courts trial 


to-day will be instructive on these points: 
WHAT A FELON Is. 

All crimes against the State are divided into 
three classes, treasons, felonies and misde- 
meanors, an 
In common law a felony comprised every 
species of crime which occasioned the for- 
feiture of land and goods. It inclades all the 
heinous offenses, such as arson, burglary, 
larceny, murder, manslaughter, forgery, per- 
jury, robbery, te. A felony is any offense 
Ppunishabie by tmprisonment in States prison 
orpenitentiary. This is so by statue in most 
States, ull ¢éffenses made punishable by 
statute, with imprisonment in the State 
prison or by death are felonies. Misdemean- 
ors include all offenses less than felonies. An 
officer has aright to arrest a person reasona- 
Diy suspected of petit larceny, as at common 
law petit larceny is a felony. 

A reasonable belief is a strong conviction 
brought about by circumstances. 

An official proclamation by the Governor 18 
sufficient evidence that a felony has been 
committed and an officer is justified in mak- 
ing the arrestif he believes the person to be 
the one described in the proclamation. In- 
formation by telegraph from a public officer 
is sufficient grounds foran arrest. Informa- 
tion or orders by telephone ia also good 
authority for an arrest if sent by the proper 
officials. 

An officer can arrest a felon if he knows that 
there is another officer in possession of a 
warrant for the felon’s arrest, This is only in 
the case of felonies. For past offenses less 
than afelony an officer cannot make the ar- 
rest unless he has a warrant in his posses- 
sion, or is in company of an officer who has. 

An officer may arrest without a warrant for 
a Dieach of the peace, if it is committed in his 
presence, and ifathird person interfere with 
the arrest he also may be taken into custody, 
but to justify an officer who is doing this the 
offense must take piace in his view and must 
be still continuing. After it is over the officer 
must have a warrant. 

To justify an arrest for an offence com- 
mitted in the presence of the officer it must be 
made immediately. If the officer departs 
after seeing a breach of the peace and then 
returns to make the arrest he cannot do 80 
without a warrant. Shortness of the interval 
does not affect the question. But it is held 
that an officer arresting a drunken man for 
disorderly cone uct and releasing him ona 
pee to go directly home cen rearrest bim 
ee goes into a bar-room in the view of the 
omcer. 


HOLDING A PRISONER. 

In cases Of arrest at night, or on Sundays or 
holidays, and in many other cases, it becomes 
necessary for an officer to confine his pris- 
oner temporarily. In such case he can con- 
fine bim in any safe and suitable place. Or- 
dinarily he ought totake him to jail, and the 
keeper of the jail is bound totake him. A 
United States Marsnal was justified in keeping 
his prisoner for a time in a penitentiary, and 
a box-car in law is not an unsuitable place; 
but for confining a prisoner in an unhealthy 

lace the officer is liable, and a city would be 

iuble for Keeping its guard-house or police 
stations in an unhealthy condition. 

Itis the duty of every one to submit to 
lawful arrest and any forcible resistance 
constitutes an offense in itself. But it is 
lawful to resist an illegal arrest and lawful for 
a third person to assist, but it must be without 
excessive violence. What is excessive 
vivience depends upon circumstances. No 
more violence isto be used than is necessary 
to frustrate the arrest, and ian the 
case of an attempted illegal arrest 
by a known officer it is not lawful to kill If 
a person kills a known officer in resisting an 
illegal arresthe is guilty of manslaughter,and 
if it is proven that he have malice against the 
officer itis murder. If the person seeking to 
make un illegal arrest is not known to be an 
officerto kill is legal in making resistance, 
and in cases where an arrest is iawful if the 
officer illegally shoot at the person he is try- 
ing to arrest the latter is justified im shooting 
in return On the ground of selt-defense. The 
authorities make a clear distinction 
between arrests by those who are 
known to be officers and 
those who are not, while in the latter case 
homicide may sometimes be justified to pre- 
vent illegal arrest, it cannot im the former, 
although ordinarily it amounts to no more 
than mansiaughter. ‘The law seeks to protect 
the officer in the discharge of his duty, and it 
calls upon the citizens to exercise patience, if 
illegally arrested by am officer. 

Noinjunction can be granted to restrain a 
threatened arrest fora criminal offense. In- 
runctions have been granted to restrain ar- 

ests under void municipal ordinances. 


THE MASON ARRIVES, 


The Kansrs City Boat Which Ran Aground 
at Henkees Comes in With Its Carge. 


The steamer A. L. Mason of the Kansas City 
Line which was aground at Henkees up the 
river for thirty hours arrived here about 6 
o’clock last evening. Her trouble gave rise 
to stories that the navigation of Missouri 


River was no longer practical, and 
that the enterprise which the Kansas 
Cjty merchants had inaugurated would 
bave to be abandoned. When river men were 
asked about the matter this morning they 
scoffed the idea and said there was no ques- 
tion whatever about the presses ee of nav- 
igating the stream, and that the success of the 
new line would depend entire! n the 
amount of business given it. The Missouri 
River had been navigated successfully contin - 
uously since early in the forties, and until the 
the last few years lines were running as far 
North and West as Montana. These and all 
other regular lines had ceased to exist, but 
high insurance had so decreased the profits as 
to force the boats fromthe field. There were 
stiilacouple of steamers, the Benton and 
Helena, engaged in the Missouri River trade, 
but they did not belong to any line and ran 
only as far as Rocheport. Although 
there had not deen enough money 
Improving the Missouri River 
thoroughly navigable. The 
stream had always been an uncertain one, as 
the channel changes frequently and suddenly, 
and boats are conséquently more likely to get 
aground than if the stream had a more regu- 
lar channel. Still boats frequently get aground 
in all rivers. 

The Mason is loading for her trip to-day and 
departs for Kansas City to-morrow. She 
brought down avery heavy cargo of wheat, 
live stock and other freight, and a ferryboat 
bad to relieve her of part of her cargo before 
ebe could be got off the sandbar on 
which she was grounded. She was not dam- 
aged, however, by ler experience and ar- 
rived last evening with her full cargo and 
Gischarged it. The merchants of Kansas City 
are earnest in thelr determination to secure 
cheap freight rates for their city by running a 
packet between there and St. Louls, Besides 
the Mason, which is now on its second trip, 
they bavetwo other boats almost ready for 
use, the Missour! and the State of Kansas. 
Mr. A. L. Mason, president of the line 
and other officers of the company passed 
through the city last nignt on thelr way to 
see th) former eratft launched. Notonly are 
all the merchants of Kansas City deeply in- 
terested in this line, which bas been started 
by their capital, but tne business men of St. 
Louis as well, as all freight carried on it comes 
to this city, and on ite return trip shipments 
here can made by St. Louis merchants to

SCHOOL DIRECTOR BARTHOLDT FXPLAINS 
A Ni W COURSE OF STUDY. 


Physical Exercise to Be Introduced as @ 
Daily Class-Room Study on the Opening 
of Schoo!l—The Additional Expense Only 
$4,000 Fer Year—What the Principals 
Say of the Three Months Experiment. 


School Director Richard Bartboldt, encour. 
aged by the reports received from the seven 
public schools in which calisthenics were ex- 
perimenteg with during the last three 
months of the school term, of. 
fered a resolution at the meet. 
Ing of the School Board last _ night 
to introduce a system of physical training in 
allthe public schools. This has been Mr, 
Bartholdt’s hobby, and his chief ambition 
alter becoming a School Bord Director 
was to introduce physical culture in 
the public schools. In April of this 
year he secured permission to send 
four teachers of the German Athletic Soelety 
to seven schools and put the children throuzh 
acourse oftraining for three months. The 
principals were to report on the results and 


the board would deelde on these reports. The 


letters from the principals are so enthusiastic 
that Mr. Bartholdt feels confident he will carry 
his point. The resolution was referred to the 
Committee on Course of Study, which vm 
pass upon it and report at the next meeting. 


MR. RARTHOLDT EXHUBERANT. ~ 

Mr. Bartholdt wies seen at bis office this 
morning and asked what caused him to take 
such a deep interest in the physical training 
of the children. 

have always been an advocate of physl- 
cal culture, the greatest medicine in the 
world,’’ he replied. 

The United States Commissioner of Edu- 
cation bes in bie last annual report very 
strongly urged the introduction of physical 
training in all the schools of this country. He 
says the American system of education is un- 
doubtedly an admirable one but for 
this one deplorable defect. The State 
Superintendents of most of the States in 
their annual report, also recommend this re- 
form as absolutely essential for the develop- 
ment ot the body and raising a generation 
healthy in mind and body. The sys- 
tem as taught by the teachers 
of the German Athletic Soclety 
of thiscity is not an experimental one. It is 
followed in many schools and le in every way 
complete and tends to develop and strengthen 
systematically ail parts of the muscles of the 
body. The result ot this training is thatthe 
culld is more prepared to resist disease and 
quicker to conceive. It also strengthens the 
nerves as a muscular child or adult is never 
nervous. AsMr. Muench has put in one of 
his speeches: ‘We Americans have already 
earned the uncomplimentary distinc- 
tion of originating g disease or 
disorder which in European lands 
is kuown as the ‘American diseuse.’ 
Itissimply that state of nervous exhaustion 
and derangement which is at once the penalty 
and consequence of extreme nervous tension, 
coupled with an almost criminai neglect of 
that physical culture which alone can coun- 
teract and neutralize the effects of an overtax 
upon mental and nervous powers. 


NOT A NEW SYSTEM. 

This system about to be introduced in the 
schools, althongh it originated in Germany, 
is by no means exclusively German. It has 
been adopted in almost every civilized coun- 
try in the world, even in France, the are 
enemy of Germany. When the question 
comes up in the board I will take occassion to 
dwell more elaborately on the benefits of 
physical training generally.

Mr. Murphy’s Name Will Probably Be the 
Next Sent Ia and Mr. Kiemm May Be 
Appointed Harbor Commissioner—The 
House ef Delegates Has the Exctrsion 
Fever—The Gas Bill—Changing the 
Grade—City Hall Netes. 


As the time for the adjournment of the 
Council approaches the speculation as to the 
Outcome of the Street Commissioner fight be- 
tween the Mayor and the Counoll increases. 
The sentiment is that Harbor Commissioner 
Murphy is the strongest candidate so far nom 
inated or proposed, but his main weaxness 
lies im the fact that his confirmation 
as Street Commissioner would give the 
Mayor an opening io the Harbor 
department for another nomination. This 
could be carried astep further and the April 
changes advanced to the present time by tak 
ing Klemm and moving him from the Park to 
the Harbor Department, thereby making him 
a Noonan ally and giving the Mayor another 
appointmentinthe Park Department. That 
he will make the latter move is not, however, 
very probable, butthe point is advanced by 
the speculators to show the possibilities, 

It was expected that Shipley would be re- 
ported last night, but he wes not, so that the 
time for action on both sides was deferred. 
Upon the adjournment resolution was based 
the Mayor’s calculation. Councilman Sloan 
had bis instructions and also Mark Shipley’s 
withdrawal in his pocket to be used if occasion 
offered. As the matter stanks now it looks aa 
if Shipley would be withdrawn and Marphy 


nominated after the Council adjourned, so as 
to enable him to serve pending the confirma- 
tion ot another candidate. Should the Coun- 
ol refuse to confirm bim after he gets into the 
office he could still serve until his successor 
waseconfirmed. His stay in office under these 
circumstances ~— be continued indefinitely 
ifthe Mayor sent in names of persons sure to 
be rejected by the Council.

te Change the Grade. 


this after- 
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the erection of the new City Hall in Washing 
ton Park. 

The plan now proposed will cost the city in 
grading and reconstruction expense about 
$70,000. Tunis is exclusive of the dumages to 
be pald to those whose houses wii! be left 
highand dry from three to eight feet above 
grade when the work is done. In tne plans 
for the new City Ha'ithe center of the bulld- 
ing js onthe center line of Walnut street and 
to afford a fair view of the building from the 
east it will be necessary to cut away the cleva- 
tion at Wainut street and Eleventh street. 

The changes necessitated are as follows: 
Raising Twelfth from Marketon the north and 
Clark avenue on the south to a point opposite 
the center of Walnut street. This will ive a 
steady rise from Market and from Clark ave- 
nue to Walnut, where the street will be three 
feet higher than it is now. The change on 
Twelfth will make it necessary to raise Wal- 
nut street at that point three feet anid then 
lower iteastward to Tenth street. This low 
ering of the grade will put Walnut street eight 
feet lower at Eleventh street than it is at pres- 
ent. Cutting Walnut down eight fret will of 
course necessitate a corresponding depression 
of Kleventh street so that a gradual! slope 
would have to be established south to Clark 
avenue and north to Market street. 

On Clark ayenue, between Twelfth and 
Thirteenth, there is a depression of three feet 
which must be taken out. 

All of these changes will entall a good deal 
of expense, all the granite must be taken up, 
and after the grading is done, must be re- 
placed. This brings the cost up to about 

70,000. Whatthe damages assessed against 
the city will de cannot be accurately esti- 
mated, but might amount to several thousand 
dollars. 


The City Wanted a Certainty. 


The Council made a radical change last 
night in the gas Dill, of which John Maguire,

they have mains. The important change 
andthe one which may cause some fighting 
on the part of the gas people isthe one made 
in sec. 6. In the original the provision is that 
the company gets 8 per cont of the capital in- 
vested out ot the net earnings, until the net 
carnings reach $50,000 a year; aiter that they 
get 8 per cent of the capital invested and halt 
the excess. This was changed and the 
amendment provides that the city shall get 2% 
per cent of the gross earnings and the gas 
company whatever it can.

Moore charges that her husband has deserted 
her for the pretty Captain. Mrs. Moore said 
yesterday afternoon that she met her hus- 
band in England eight years ago. He was at 
the time a hair-dresser.

Two years afterward they 
come to this country and settled in Brooklyn. 
He joined the Salvation Army and obtained 
the positon ot dookkeeper; that they lived 
together in perfect harmony unt?! about three 
months ago.

FIENDISH ATTEMPT AT ARSON, 


The Narrow Eacape of Many Families ia a 
Crewded Tenement.

New York, Joly 30.—A flendish attempt at 
arson was disecvered in the large five-story 
brick tenement house at No, 114 Willet street 
yesterday afternoon, in the rooms of Solomon 
Warschaur oa the second floor. Twenty-two 
families in the house and adjoining is another 
building tenanted by alike number. War- 
schauer isa Polish slipper peddler, about 40 


years old. His family consists of his wife and 
five young children, one a babe in arms. 
Warschaur left hie home early in the day and

Ten minutes 
afterward Miss Minnie Bernstein, who lives 
on the floor below, saw a cloud of smoke 
issuing from bepeath the corridor door lead- 
ing into Warschaur’s rooms. She began to 
ery ‘‘fire’’ in trror, and at this momenta 
sharp explosion wae heard in Warschaur’s 
kitchen and a ehpet of smoke and hot air shot 
out into the cotridor. Screams of fear from 
women in the house speedily brought help 
and two young men ranupthe stairs toward 
Warschaur’s roem and stove in the door. 
They found themselves face to face with an 
incendiary fire; whieh, if it had had 
n few more minutes or headway, 
must have préeved disastrous to prop- 
erty and probably to life. as it was, the 
two men fought!li ke beaversbefore amotber- 
ing the flames. The most thorough plans had 
baen made to firs the house. There was a fire 

der the bed in the bedroom and behind a 
door tn the sittitg-room and a third on the 
kitchen floor. These fires were in piles of bits 
of paper and light cloth which had been sat- 
urated with deine. Piles of the same in- 
flammable mutrial Were upon two tables in 
both the kitelen and the sitting-room and 
trains of thin eth, soaked with benzine. led 
from the fires of the floors to these. Above 
the pile on eact table was suspended a green 
ox bladder fille} with about a gallon of den- 
zine. The fidd from these was slowly 
dripping downmpon the tabies from pinholes 
inthe bottom df each. A can ot benzine in 
which several holes had been punched was 
also hung in the sitting-room and was drip- 
ping its contenis upon the carpet, which do- 
came soaked. In the kitchen, to ald the prog- 
ress of the faves, a redhot coal fire was roar- 
ing inthe range, on the top of which stood a 
large pot of beilimg hot fat. The heat in this 
room was eo inmense that it is believed to have 
expindedthe pladder hanging there before 
the flames from tbe table reached it. Word 
was quickly seat to Engine Company No. Ii in 
the neighborpood, and all danger from 
fire was qui kliy past. Detectives Bren- 
nan and Meformick were put on the case 
and they arresed Mrs. Warschaur as she was 
returning hon® with her children.

Nine women out et ten who pride themselves 
upon the neatness—nay, more, the daintiness 
of their babit; who perform their ablutions 


with brushes, sponges, hair mittens, friction 
towels, soaps, buth bags and every fragrant 
cleansing, invigorating process known to the 
tollet art for their fair bedies, will content 
themselves with the mest cursorydabbie ina 
few spoonfuls ef water or a hasty wipe with a 
damp cloth whisked over their faces, which 
are then dried and then plastered with powder 
and semetimes paint. 

In view of this state of affairs it was be- 
lieved by a clever woman who had spent some 
of the best years of her life im discovering ana 
teaching other women how te use the best 
means to develop and preserve the good gift 
of a lovely face that a face-washing depart- 
ment would be a valuable adjunct to her 
establishment.

PIONEERING MODERN BUILDINGS ON OLD 
LUCAS MARKET &QUARE. 


A Wholesale Hardware Firm the First to 
Establish There-—A New Five-Story 
Structure Being Erected fer Them—Im.- 
portant Deeds Filed for Reoerd To-Day— 
Sales at Maplewood, Haydock’s Addition 


and Elsewhere. 


Ground was broken on Twelfth street to-day 
for a $40,000 wholesale house, the first modern 
business structure to be erected on the old 
Lucas Market square. The pioneers of im- 
provements in that quarter is the Heckel 
Hardware Co., now established at the 
northeast corner of Cass avenue and Fifteenth 
street, a corporation which increased its cap!- 
tal stock to nearly $100,000 on the Ist inst. 
The expansion of their trade demanding more 
central quarters and more readily accessible 
to the freight depots, a lot of 380x100 feet on the 
east line of Twelfth, between Locust and Sb. 
Charles, was leased for a term of ten years at 
an annual rental of $4,000from Louls C. Nel- 
eon. This lease was obtained through Robert 
K. Woods of Greenwood & Co., and plans for 
the building were prepared before it was 
executed. The first two stories of the struct- 
ure will be carried up in brown stone over 
a high basement, and the three additional 
stories will be of stock brick with ornamenta- 
tions of carved brown stone, presenting a 
very bandsome facade, It Is to be bulit after 
the mill or slow combustion plan of extra 
strength especially adapted for the business it 
is intended for. The elevators are to be oper- 
ated by electric motors, and there will de 
appliances for steam heating throughout the 
building. It is to be ready for occupancy 
about the middle of November, and it 
is pretty safe to say thatthis move to estab- 
lish wholesale business in that locality will be 
followed shortiy bythe construction of sev- 
eral other bulldings of a similar character. 
The bullding of a new City Hall on Washbing- 
ton square, just south of this bas stimulated 
renewed interest in the future of this old 
property, and it appeare 
which has been predicted 
forit as agrest trade mart is shortly to be 
realized. Property all along there has ad- 
Vanced materially in value since it was defi- 
nitely settled that the City Hall was to be 
built where the work le now progressing, and 
asan evidence of that ground at the south- 
east corner of Chestnut, which was pur- 
chased at $500 afoot early inthe spring 
could not be bought now for double that 
amount.

Dp Soro, Mo., July 30.—The Tenth District 
Democratic Congressional Convention ad- 
gourned between 12 andlo’clock this mora- 
ing, after a long and exciting session. As 
Was expected, the congressional nomination 
‘Was captured by ex State Senator Sam Byrnes 
of Potosi, Washington County. Judee Ira C. 
Terry, the candidate proposed by the St. Louis 
delegates, madea good showing, however, 
and when the convention decided on Senator 
Byrnes, be promptly went to the front of the 
ball and deciared his intention of heartily 
supporting the nominee. 
It was after] o’clock in the afternoon when 
the convention was called to order. That 
futy was performed by Elyie Harrison of 
Reynolds County, Chairman of the Congress - 
sional Committee. William F. Broadhead 
ot St. Louis County was delegat- 
ed to act as temporary Chairman. 
In taking the chair he spoke encourag¢ingly 
of the outlook and predicted that the nominee 
of the convention would certainly be elected. 
The appointment of the Committee on Cre- 
dentials occasioned a prolonged wrangle. 
There were two contests—one from Ste. Gene- 
vieve County and the otber from the Thir- 
teenth Ward of St. Louis. Joe Murphy headed 
one of the contesting delegations from the 
Thirteenth Ward, and when the Twenty- 
Ward was called he was 
named as a member ofthe Credentials Com- 
mittee to represent that ward. This caused a 
very decided objection. Delegate Walker 
ot Iron County led iu opposing Murphy's 
appointment on the committee from any ward. 
Murphy was a pronounced Terry man and the 
Byrnes men nattrally objected to his going on 
the committee.

Mr. Walker of Iron wanted harmpny, and 
said the Congressional convention was no 
lace to decide a petty; insignificant, sensa- 
jonal fight between John Noel and Jasper 
This brought Noel to bis feet, 
denial that his triends were 
any fight on the senatorial 
He made no denial of the 
fact that ne was in favor of Terry and pro- 
posed to protect his interests in the Com- 
mittee on Credentials. The Terry men had 
the best of it in the committee and reported in 
favor of the Terry delegates in both contests 
by a vote of 8 to 6. The mapoutty report of 
course favored the seating of the Dyrnes dele- 
ates. MNessrs. Cowan and De Meni of St. 
— spoke in favor of the majority report. 
Mr. George H. Walker of Iron County made 
a plea for harmony. He wanted the contest- 
ing delegations admitted on a half basis, and 
offered a substitute motion to that effect. 
The Byrnes wen then 
got together and adopted the minority report 
ofthe committee, admitting his delegates in 
the contested delegations by a vote of 924% to 
56%.

WHY THEY ARE MORE PLENTIFUL IN 
AMERICA THAN IN ENGLAND. 


Furt Restrictions Which Are Badly Needed 
Mere—The Browns Win Anothef? Game at 
. Developments in the Hoek 
makers’ War in Chicago—Racivg en Va- 
rieuws Tracks—Base Ball and Other 


HE turf is not, of 
course, crowded with 
saints anywhere,’’ 
remarked the globe 
trotter, ashe sat dis- 
cussing the pleasant 
reign of glorious un- 
certainty on the Am- 
erican turf, ‘‘but why 
on earth oan’t we give 
the public some sort 
of an attempted guar- 
antee of straightness— 
the same as they do in 
England? Now, I don’t 
mean to say that the 
British turf is as pure 
as the driven snow, 
butIdo mean to say 
that the American turf 
as a ram’s horn; It appears 
we hava adopted all the 
shadiest featut@s of the En- 
Klish acing system and scrupulously 
avoided all its better points. The old country 
system of licensing trainers and jockeys 
Ought to have been adopted in this country a 
half century ago. It never has been, and the 
public has no protection against such nefari- 
ous practices as cost the foremost and chief of 
English jockeys after Archer’s death, Wood, 
his license, which enabled him to make 
$25,000 a year, and probably much more by his 
riding, much of which was riding to lose 
rather than to win. We have plenty of jockeys 
in the United States just as unscrupulous as 
Wood ever was in his worst days, but as there 
ie no licensing system here and as actual legal 
proof of fraud is very dificult to get nothing 
is done to prevent these thieves from remain- 
ing in the saddle, although there is nota 
race-goer who is not familiar with their repu- 
tation and their daily habit of dishonesty. 
We have never adopted in the United States 
the pian of having a national jockey club, 
whose stewards should have authority notonly 
to refuse licenses to dishonest trainers and 
jockeys, but siso generally to supervise rac- 
mg atthe various courses, and to see that it is 


kept clean and decent, so far as such a sport 
San well be kept clean and decent. 

„No one attempts to urge the absurdity 
that there is no fraud whatever on the English 
turf: but there can be no denylug the fact that 
on the other side of the sea there are no such, 
flagrant demonstrations of doctored racing as 
we see in the United States alwost every day 
ofthe season. Fraud over there is more cab- 
ined, cribbed, confined; it simply can not 
exist in such wiaring, brazen audacity as it 
does in America. In the East we copy the 
Knglish system of betting against individual 
horses when two or more are entered by one 
stable instead of against the stable itself. 
The reason why thesystem obtains in England 
is because over there a tremendous amount 
of betting is done on every big event 
for months before the rae@e self is run. As 
any great stable may have from ten to a score 
of entries in any great stake it would be dim 
cultand would cause complications to dis- 
criminate between the bettingio advance of 
the day when the raceisrum and the betting 
on the course just before the race.

Thie set might in truth 

be called, Le Monde ou l’ons’ennule, the 

world where one is bored. Many a stately, 

haughty, aristocratic dame carries 

her seventeen tities with a sad and weary 

heartas the land which was once hers has 

passed into other hands, and her proud, 

handsome sons must encounter the vicissi- 

tudes of life with no better viaticum than a 

long pedigree. Indeed, to marry a rich 

heiress will often haveto be their sole am- 

bition; but even then, not money alone will 

do, as they must needs reckon with the pre- 
judices of caste. 

Few mesalliances take place among the 
members of the old Spanish aristocracy. It is 
indeed lucky that there are stiila few prince- 
ly fortunes to be found in the nobility of 
Spain, as on their happy possessors devolves 
the task of doing all the entertainment for the 
reat, their poorer friends never being expect- 
ed to return the compliment.
